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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Objections 



Claim 26 is objected to because of the following informalities: there appears to be a 
typographical error in the word "polymide". Appropriate correction is required. 



(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in tliis country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



Claims 20-24, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated Nakashima et al. (U.S 5,661,086). 

Nakashima (Fig. 4, 6, 7) discloses a film (12) including a plurality of substrate 
units (1 1) adapted to electrically interface with a LOC die (14), said carrier in 
mechanical communication with said film at selected regions of said film that inherently 
provides enhanced rigidity by being sized and configured to add material at selected 
regions, a substrate set defined by a group of three substrate units with a plurality of 
crossbars (lateral region of carrier next to slots); wherein each unit has a substantially 
central cavity (shown in Fig 4); and each unit includes a pair of adhesive tabs (15); said 
units include a plurality of alignment holes (30). 

Claims 20-24 and 26-27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Jackson et al. (US 3,942,245). 

Jackson et al. (Fig 1 , 2, 4) discloses a polyimide film (11) having a first surface 
and including a plurality of substrate units with each one of substrate units including a 
central cavity (21), and a carrier (12) in mechanical communication with said first 
surface of said film; wherein the substrate units are inherently grouped in substrate sets

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of three substrate units; with cross bars (10) inherently located near substrate set; a 
plurality of dies (20) comprising leads over chips (via over active region of chip). 

In regards to the units being adapted to electrically interface with a plurality of 
dies and cavities being adapted to receive wires form corresponding die. The dies have 
an ability to electrically interface with a plurality of dies and cavities have an ability to 
receive wires form corresponding die, as such the recitation of "adapted to" perform a 
function is not a positive limitation, because it has been held that the recitation of 
"adapted to" perform a function is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to 
so perform. In re Hutchinson, 69 USPQ 138 (CCPA 1946). 

As for the intended use language of dies being attachable odes not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from the prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural 
limitations. Ex Parte Masham, 2 USPQ 1647 (1987). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 5, 2002 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive with respect to the Nakishima reference. Applicant's argument 
that its amendment of incorporating a cavity is found unpersuasive, because the 
reference discloses a cavity in Figure 4 as indicated in the office action filed August 10, 
2002. 

As for applicant's assertion that different spellings are used for "polymide" and 
that polyimide is encompassed by these spellings, because applicant has provided no 
proof of its assertion the prior objection is maintained.
